SCOITDAIE, Pa., April 6. —The march 


of the strikers from Connellsville to 
Mount Pleasant and their stop here 
Wednesday nig-ht, proved only a blank 
cartridge, and the "solid north," as 
the strike leaders are pleased to call 
it, remains unbrolaen. That the strike 
Is a failure is not questioned now, and 
it is only a matter of a few days until 
the Ehorte&t and most destructive la- 
bor trouble in tbe history ot the coke 
region will be but a deplorable thing 
of the past.

ANOTHER BOMB FOUND. 


Further Particular* of the Explosion In 
the Beataurant Forot. 


LONDOH, April 6.—A dispatch from 


Paris saya that a bomb filled with 
pieces ot iron, bullets, etc., together 
with a yellowish liquid of the consist- 
ency of molasses, was found by the po- 
lice in a street in Versailles Wednes- 
day night, shortly after the explosion 
in the Foyot restaurant The bomb 
that wrecked the Foyot was evidently 
exploded by clockwork, as the police 
found among the pieces and contents 
of the bomb embedded in the ceiling 
of the restaurant a clock wheel and a 
spring. 
The police made several arrests dur- 


ing the day, but have thus far been 
unable tojBflRnect any of the prisoners, 
even remotely with tbe explosion. 
They admit that they have not yet se- 
cured the criminal, and liave no idea of 
his identity. 
The condition of M. Taillftrd and 


Mrs. 
Le Houx, who were injured is 


somewhat improved but the watter 
who was hurt will piobably die. 


M Vignor, the manager of the Foyot 


icstaurant, t\ as painfully but not seri- 
ously injured, by being struck on the 
head by a flying piece of the bomb or 
its contents. 


M. Girard, the chief of the Munici- 


pal laboratory, reports that examina- 
tion has disclosed that the explosive 
with which the bomb was charged was 
nitro-benzme together with a quantity 
of dynamite. 
It is said that only three persons 


were dining in the restaurant when 
the explosion occurred, which accounts 
for the small number injured. 
The 


total wreck of the restaurant is suffi- 
cient evidence that if the place had 
been well filled with customers the 
loss of lif$ must have been great.

TEE? pRATffYfflG TO THE PRESIDEKT, 


Who Will Take tb* Necessary Step* for 


the Enforcement of the Provisions 


of the Award of the Paris Ar- 


bitration Tribunal. 


WASHJVOTOK, April tt.—The president 


and Secretary Gresham learned of the 
passage of the Behring sea bill a few 
moments after the house had acted, 
and they both expressed gratification 
at the promptness of congress in what 
Is considered little less than a na- 
tional emergency. It 
is especially 


pleasing that the bill had passed with- 
out modification, tint fact indicating 
the thorough adherence of the legis- 
lative branch of the government to the 
policy of the executive, and materially 
strengthening1 the fxlrainistration in 
its determination to insist upon the 
complete legalization of the decisions 
of the international tribunal of 1'aris. 


The Presid»nt 


Has no intention of permitting any de- 
lay to intervene when the engrossed 


. bill, with the signatures of the speaker 


and vice-president reaches him 
It is 


expected to reach the White House 
soon after noon to-day, and it will im- 
mediately be approved. In the mean- 
time the necessary steps for enforcing 
Its provisions will go forward with all 
possible rapidity. 


The Secretary of tht Navy 


Has never had any official communica- 
tion on the subject, notwithstanding 
all reports to the contrary, and he has 
not yet issued any special instructions 
to the naval officers commanding the 
ships of the patrol force; but on the 
decision some time ago reached in 
cabinet, to carry out the findings of 
the Paris tribunal, Secretary Herbert 
had already ordered every available- 
ship to rendezvous at Port Townsend 
and Unalaska by May 1 and the rough 
draft of the instructions is all ready 
for his approval. 


Two of the Bhlpa, 


the Mohican and Yorktown, are al- 
ready at Port Townsend. The Adams 
left Honolulu several days ago for the 
same point.

When the decision was being read 


the court room was filled with the in- 
terested parties. 
At its conclusion 


there was an oppressive silence, which 
was broken only by the voice of th e 
marshal announcing a recess. As the 
jurist left the bench the leaders on 
both sides shook hands with him 
thanking him for the decision. The 
judge remarked that no thanks were 
necessary, as he had only done his 
duty without fear or favor, and the 
path was well blazed. All he had to 
do was to reiterate principles which 
had been laid down from the begin- 
ning. 


Judge Caldwell became impatient 


when Judge Oantt, attorney for the 
men, 
asked the court to fix the ex- 


pense account of the men. The court 
said the attorney ought to be ashamed 
of himself, and turning to General 
Manager Dickinson, said he could ar- 
range the matter.

NATIVK 8AMOAN CHIRPS 


Found Quilty ol Spreading' Bfbsllloa 
•nd Sentenced. 


LONDON, April 6.—A dispatch from 


Berlin to the Daily News says that pri- 
vate advices received there from Sa- 
moa are that seventeen chiefs were 
summoned before Chief Justice Ide 
and oblifred to withdraw all their 
complaints against the government. 
The chiefs, however stuck to their pro- 
test against the disarming of the na- 
tives, which they strongly resented. 
The government specially accused 
Alipia and other chiefs of the Aana 
tribe of spreading rebellion, but this 
was denied by natives. 


The trial of the accused chiets ended 


on February 2. On February 5 the 
court pronounced a sentence of t .vo 
years' imprisonment at hard labor 
against Alipia and imposed fines rang- 
ing from $500 to $100 against the other 
chiefs. It was ordered that all those 
condemned to pay fines should be de- 
tained until the judgments against 
them were satisfied. 


Tlie advices show that the latest dis- 


turbances were caused by Claef Fce- 
sano, of Atna, who incited the Aana 
and Aana people to fight, against tho 
government. An attempt was made to 
arrest Feesano, but this proved fruit- 
less, as the other chiefs refused to sur- 
render him. A large number of men- 
of-war would be needed to compel 
obedience of the order for the disarma- 
ment of the natives.
